It is the expressed opinion of 
competent admiralty 
that. these provisions 
nothing more than a glorified 
blacklist system,, and would in 
no way prevent further. frauds 
such as have been practiced in 
the past. It should be remem- 
bered that all able seamen have 
carried certificates of service (U. 
S. Dept. of Commerce Shipping 
Commissioners’: Discharge) and 
also certificates of efficiency (A. 
B. Certificates and Lifeboat Cer- 
tificates) for the past twenty- 
two years. The only way in- 
efficient seamen can obtain these 
certificates, which are issued by 
by 
fraud. This is a Federal offense 
punishable by imprisonment in 
a Federal penitentiary. When

Article 5 is the joker in con- 
nection with article 3.

The logical 
reply is then why bother with 
an agreement? 

Port Committee 

Article 18 is the Port Com- 
mittee. The one in this propos- 
al was certainly not conceived 
by the shipowners with the sin- 
cere idea in mind of settling dis- 
putes. In its present form, it 
would only create more discord 
between employer and employee. 
A fellow would have to wait 
anywhere from a month to a 
year for a decision. Also this 
idea of a Federal Judge is abso- 
lutely out. In my opinion, if 
there is to be a third party let 
it be someone we can put pres- 
sure upon. A Federal Judge has 
a lifetime job and has nothing 
to fear from mass pressure. It 
would be far better to have the 
Department of Labor act as the 
arbiter if necessary.

this reporter that the demands of seamen and longshoremen are 


absolutely just. 
“The workers are entitled to 


‘| fight for the things they need, 


and they must fight for these 
things through their unions,” is 
the honest opinion of a man who 
has been in business in San Ped- 
ro for over 11 years. 

“Before the 1934 strike, I saw 
hundreds of men fighting with 
each other, buying boxes of ci- 


gars to give to the boss, and 
paying part of their wages as 
bribes, so that they might get 
jobs on the docks or in ships. 
Since then it has been different. 
The workers have operated their 
hiring halls efficiently; there 
has been no necessity for brib- 
ing the boss or cutting each 
other’s throat for a job. There 
has been no discrimination by 
the boss, simply because the 
Union’s system of hiring per- 
mits no discrimination. 

““T am in favor of the men 
having control of the hiring 
halls, and I am of the opinion 
that if they go back to the dog- 
eat-dog system which prevailed 
on the waterfront previous to 
1934, the entire harbor district 
will lost by it,” he said. “The 
only persons who can _ possibly 
gain are the shipowners. It is 
purely selfish on their part, re- 
gardless of the full-page adver- 
tisements they are placing in the 
newspapers, in which they dis- 
tort the facts and exclaim that 
they are worried about the pub- 
lic. 

“The shipowners are not wor- 
rying about the public! Neither 
are they worrying about their 
employees, the men who oper- 
ate their ships and who handle 
their cargoes. They don’t care 
what happens to the public, so 
long as they can chisel subsidies 
from the government = and 
squeeze their employees out of a 
few dollars. 

Conditions indescribable 

“I’ve been aboard ships that 
come into San. Pedro, and I 
think I can describe conditions 
I saw. The living quarters were 
filthy! The seamen were cooped 
up like animals! The food was 
terrible! Why? 

“Because the shipowners are 
greedy. They'll do anything in 
the world to make a dollar— 
they’ll even let their employees 
suffer, if it will mean more 
profits for themselves! I tell 
you, they are too greedy for 
their own good. They’re cutting 
their throats, and I hope they 
lose the strike!” 

That man’s statements were 
voluntary and can be corrobor- 
ated. He is well known in San 
Pedro, and is highly respected. 
According to him, his opinions 
are shared by practically every 
other independent business and 
professional man in the harbor 
district. Since his views were 
given, oth local _ merchants 
have said precisely’ the same. 

“What about this newspaper 
talk about the unions being con- 
trolled by Moscow?” a small 
restaurant proprietor was asked. 
‘Are the Russians coming over 
here and telling the ignorant 
American workers how to run 
their unions?” | 

“Hell, no!” he exploded. “The 
American workers aren’t so igno- 
ant as they used to be. They’re 
getting almost as smart as the 
Russians. They know enough to 
stand up for their rights, and 
that’s what they’re doing.”

Certain wrong ideas will have 
to be overcome. Comradé Brow- 
der has shown in his report how 
it should be done. One of these 
ideas is that the spreading out 
of the Party’s activities’ to the 
broad field of class struggle and 
of the People’s Front movement 
“inevitably” necessitates a slack- 
ening of the aetivities of the 
Party units and a blurring, if 
not hiding, of the Party’s face 
and of its independent line..

How Work Must Be Done 
Both these conciusions flow 
from the same _ opportunistic 
premise that mass work and 
Party building cannot be done 
at the same time;. that united 
front mass struggles are incom- 
patible with the simultaneous 
winning of the masses for the 
Party’s independent line and for 
Communism. 

It is a premise which has’ noth- 
ing in common -with Leninism 
and with the historic decisions 
of the Seventh World Congress, 
explained and interpreted by 
Comrade Dimitroff. And despite 
the apparent contradiction be- 
tween the two (one Says ‘Party 
first’ while the other claims: 
“mass work first”), both lead to 
the same result—the weakening 
of the Communist Party as the 
revolutionary vanguard of the 
American proletariat. 

We naturally reject both these

Balance the Budget 


Only six weeks are left to the conclusion of the financial drive

GENOA, Italy.—Arrested on 
the outbreak of the Spanish Fas- 
cist rebellion by Italian author- 
ities, a number of Spanish sea- 
men are held prisoner in Italian 
Fascist jails. Fifteen seamen were 
arrested here when they refused 
to take Italian war material to 
-Franco. Seamen from the Bis-

larrested in the port of Livorno. 
| These seamen are kept in spe- 
i cial cells and subjected to harsh 
treatment, but nothing has been 
able to shake their loyalty to 
the Spanish Popular Front gov- 
ernment.

Health Injured 


SAN FRANCISCO. — Unless 
Nora Conklin, victim of the Sac- 
ramento Criminal Syndicalism 
frame-up, is immediately released 
from Tehachapi Women’s Pri- 
son, her health will be per- 
manently injured, declared Elaine 
Black, secretary of the Northern 
California District, International 
Labor Defense, last Tuesday. 

“Tehachapi has been called a 
model prison,’ said Miss Black, 
“but Nora Conklin is developing 
a goiter because the water in 
the artesian well there—the only 
water she has to drink—is al- 
‘kaline and lacks iodine. 

“Several times during summer 
there was no water in the pri- 
son whatsoever, the 
porarily drying up for hours. No 
doubt many other women are 
suffering from various ills due

Move in Fight 
For Freedom 


BOMBAY, India—Millions of 
workers and peasants of India, 
ground under the heel of Bri- 
tish Imperialism, are again arous- 
ing themselves to struggle for 
freedom, this time under. more 
militant leadership than has been 
given by Mahatma Gandhi, who 
is criticized sharply for checking 
powerful movements at the peak.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Order- 
ing immediate start of construc- 
tion of two superdreadnaughts 
to cost 100 million dollars, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has shown that 
Wall Street hasn’t given up war 
as a weapon to use in search of 
profits, and, further, that he is 
strongly influenced by Wall St. 
imperialists. 

Greatest in U. S. History 

Further proof of this is seen 
in the fact that for the third 
consecutive. year, the President, 
authorized jumping army and 
expenditures about 100 


navy 
‘million dollars. 
Actual 1938 estimates for 


funds for strictly war-prepara- 
tions purposes include $587,302,- 
600 for the U.S. Navy, and $393,- 
460,400 for the War Department, 
a total of $980,763,000. This is 
the highest peace-time appro- 
priation for war purposes in 
U.S. history. 

Total of 404 War Vessels 

At present the U.S. has 307 
warships, same as Great Britain, 
with a total of 1,070,475 tons, 
and is building or has funds for 
95 more warships, not including 
the two super ‘battle-wagons” 
mentioned above. 

Roosevelt announced the two 
new ships at a press conference, 
also noting the world naval race 
—greatest in history—with Bri- 
tain beginning two new battle- 
ships, France three, Germany 
three, and Italy two. 


What Hitler Asks 
For Aiding Franco 


BERLIN.—In return for an in- 
vestment of $180,000,000 and be- 
tween 15,000 and 25,000 “‘volun- 
teer”’ troops, Hitler expects to 
gain three objectives as a result 
of his aid to Spanish Fascist 
General Franco, it is reported 
here.

Increases Funds For 
Defense as War 
Danger Rises 


MOSCOW.—If Hitler tries to 
cash in on his threat of robber 
war in the Soviet Ukraine, and 
if Japan attempts to carry out 
its threat of war in the Far 
East, the Soviet people will not 


be caught unaware and unpre-~ © 


pared to defend their Socialist 
land. 

Because of the increased dan‘ 
ger of war, Finance Commissar 
Gregory Grinko announced last 
week to the Central Executive 
Committee of the USSR, con- 
templated defense expenditures 
of 20,102,000,000 rubles, or ap- 
proximately $4,000,000,000. 

The figure is 35.7 percent 
greater than last year’s expendi- 
tures, and about 2Q percent of 
the entire budget of more than 
$19,000,000,000. 

Resounding applause greeted 
Grinko’s budget message when 
he came to the defense section. 


Ex-Nazi Condemns 
Hitler Actions in 
Danzig Free City 


WARSAW, Poland.—In an in- 
terview published in papers here, 
Dr. Hermann Rauschning, form- 
er Nazi President of the Danzig 
Senate, accused Germany of being 
the chief disturbing factor in the 
Free City of Danzig. 

He said there can be no peace 
|in Danzig until Germany prom- 
ises to respect the Free City’s 
status, and urged maintenance 
of League of Nations’ authority 
in Danzig. 

Dr. Raushning was forced to 
resign as'President of the Dan- 
zig Senate on November 23, 1934; 
after being accused of treachery 
to the Nazi Party.

No person shall be 
punished criminally, or held lia- 
ble or answerable in any civil 
or criminal action for picketing, 
persuading or attempting to per- 
suade, by printed or spoken 
word or othérwise, any other 
person or persons to do any law- 
ful act or to refrain from doing 
any act or thing, or to pursue 
any line of lawful conduct un- 
less such picketing, persuasion, 
or attempt to persuade is ac- 
companied by violence or 
threats of violence on the part 
of the person so picketing, per- 
suading or attempting to perf- 
suade, nor for attending in the 
course of a labor dispute, at 
any public plaee for the pur- 
pose of obtaining or communi- 
cating information or of so pick- 
eting, persuading or attempting 
to persuade: 

Section 2. The term “labor 
dispute” includes any controver- 
sy concerning terms or condi- 
tions of employment, or con- 
cerning the association or repre- 
sentation of persons in negotiat- 
ing, fixing, maintaining, chang- 
ing or seéking to arrange terms 
or conditions of employment, or 
concerning employment _ rela- 
tions, or any other controversy 
arising out of the respective in- 
terests of employer and em- 
ployee, regardless of whether the 
disputants stand in the relation 
of employer and employee. 

All Acts or Statutes 
or parts of Acts or Statutes in

LOS ANGELES—Union mem- 
bers throughout California would 
do well to check up on the way 
Secretary Vandeleur is using the 
State Federation Funds set aside 
by the last convention for de- 
fense purposes. 

Acting as the agent for Van- 
deleur on behalf of the Los An- 
geles Central Labor Council, J. 
W. Buzzell is contracting with 
a Los Angeles law firm to han- 
dle labor defense cases of the 
L.A. unions, The selected law- 
yer or firm will. receive a re- 
tainer of $250 per month as 
well as specified amounts for 
each day in court.

An act to add a new section 
to-the Penal Code, to be num- 


BZ bered 375%, relating to the pu- 


nishment of persons who dis- 
perse, or break up, or threaten 
to disperse or break up, any 
assembly, meeting, parade or 
picket line, by use of, or threat 
to use, tear gas, nausea gas, 
vomit gas, poison gas, or other 
noxious, offensive or- injurious 
gases. 

The People of the State of 
California do enact as follows: 

Section 1. A new section is 
hereby added to the Penal Code 
to be numbered 375'4-A,’ and to 
read as follows: 

Section 3754%-A (1) Every per- 
son who disperses or breaks up, 
or threatens to disperse or break 
up, any assembly, meeting, par- 
ade, or picket line, by the use 
of, or threat to use, tear-gas, 
nausea gas, vomit gas, poison 
gas, or other noxious, offensive 
or injurious gases, is guilty of 
a misdeameanor, and shall be 
punished by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not less than 
six (6) months nor more than 
one (1) year, or by a fine of 
not less than $500 nor more than 
$5000, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment; and no court or 
shall have the 
power or authority to grant pro- 
bation or suspend the imposition 
or execution of sentence in any 
case where guilt is found or es- 
tablished under the provisions of 
this act. 

(2) As herein used, the word 
“person” shall include, but not 
be limited to, every sheriff of 
a county, marshal of a court, 
constable of a township, chief of 
police, inspector, police officer, 
investigator or policeman of a 
city or town, inspector of ahy 
board, the superintendent and 
the special criminal investigators 
of the bureau of criminal inden- 
tification and investigation, the 
chief and the inspectors of the 
division of narcotic enforcement, 
and the offfeers and members 
of the State Highway Patrol, 
and_ all deputies or servants, 
agents and employees of any of 
the persons herein. named.

In this area alone, consequent- 
ly, the State Federation is pay- 
ing $500 per month for legal 
aid. Any union using this agency 
of defense will be required to 
pay a flat sum for each day in 
court. 

This certainly is not ade- 
quentely providing for labor de- 
fense, because one of the most 
important factors is publicising 
labor arrests and frameups and 
organizing labor and public sup- 
port for the victims. Simply hir- 
ing a couply of lawyers at fancy 
fees will not do this. It is not 
even the way to begin. 

Besides this, it is necessary to 
inquire immediately, into the la- 
bor record of the lawyers re- 
cerving these exhorbitant fees.
